The Child Care Act of 1969 is anended by

changing Section 4.1 as foll ows:

Sec. 4.1. Crimnal Background Investigations.

(a) The Departnent shall require that each child care
facility license applicant as part of the application
process, and each enployee of a child care facility as a
condition of enploynent, authorize an investigation to
determne if such applicant or enpl oyee has ever been charged

with acrinme and if so, the disposition of those charges;

this authorization shall indicate the scope of the inquiry
and the agencies which my be cont act ed. Upon this
aut hori zati on, t he Director shall request and receive

informati on and assi stance fromany federal, State or |ocal
governnental agency as part of the authorized investigation.

The Departnent of State Police shall provide information
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concerning any crimnal charges, and their disposition, now
or hereafter filed, against an applicant or child care
facility enployee upon request of the Departnent of Children
and Fam |y Services when the request is nade in the form and

manner required by the Departnent of State Poli ce.

(b) Information <concerning convictions of a |icense
applicant investigated under this Section, including the
source of t he i nformation and any concl usi ons or
recommendat i ons derived from the information, shall be

provi ded, upon request, to such applicant prior to final
action by the Departnment on the application. Such information
on convictions of enployees or prospective enpl oyees of child
care facilities licensed under this Act shall be provided to
the operator of such facility, and, upon request, to the
enpl oyee or prospective enployee. Any information concerning
crimnal charges and the disposition of such charges obtained
by the Department shall be confidential and my not be
transmtted outside the Departnent, except as required
herein, and may not be transmtted to anyone wthin the
Departnent except as needed for the purpose of evaluating an
application or a child care facility enpl oyee. Only
i nformation and standards which bear a reasonable and
rational relation to the performance of a child care facility
shal | be used by the Departnent or any |licensee. Any enpl oyee
of the Departnment of Children and Fam |y Services, Departnent
of State Police, or a child care facility receiving
confidential information wunder this Section who gives or
causes to be given any confidential information concerning
any crimnal convictions of a child care facility applicant,
or child care facility enployee, shall be guilty of a Class A
m sdeneanor unl ess rel ease of such information is authorized
by this Section.

(c) A child care facility may hire, on a probationary

basis, any enployee authorizing a crim nal backgr ound
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investigation wunder this Section, pending the result of such
i nvestigation. Enployees shall be notified prior to hiring
that such enploynent my be termnated on the basis of
crim nal background information obtained by the facility.

(d) Notwi thstandi ng any other provision of |aw, nei t her

an i nvestigation of a foster fanmly honme |icense applicant

conducted under this Act nor a determination nade wth

regard to a foster fanily honme li cense application may

consider or include any conviction (or di sposition of

supervision) of an applicant for any ni sdeneanor, busi ness

offense, or petty offense if the offense occurred nore than

15 vyears before the filing of the foster fanmly hone |license

application and the offense was not a sex offense or an

offense involving bodily har m The conviction (or

di sposition of supervision) of an applicant for a foster

famly home license for any mnisdeneanor, business offense,

or petty offense that occurred nore than 15 years before the

filing of the application and was not a sex offense or an

offense involving bodily harm may not be considered to be a

bar or inpedinent to approval of the foster famly hone

license application. In the case of any conflict between this

subsecti on (d) and any other provision of Jlaw, this

subsection (d) controls.
